LONDON, May 11.—<Another suf- 
frage riot took place in Hyde Park 
this afternoon. The men's league for 
women's suffrage had been given per- 
mission to hold a meeting. Several 
prominent workers addressed a crowd 
of several thousands from a truck, but 
the crowd kept up a running fire of 
interruptions, shouting: “‘“Go home and 
make bombs’' and remarks about the 
burning of churches and the attempt 


blow up St. Paul's. 


After a half-hour’s endeavor to get 
a hearing the league gave up and the 
speakers were about to withdraw when 
the crowd broke through the police 
The wagon was overturned 
and partly wrecked. The police had 
difficulty in protecting 
and eventually had to escort them to 
the station for safety. 
In the meantime a suffragette plant- 
ed a flag on the park lane side of the 
park, where fashionable people prom- 
enade and started speaking. 
stroyed the flag and jostied the wom- 
en until the police rescued them. The 
Rev. Howard Truscatt, vicar of S&t.

not constitute a meal and is a viola- 


tion. 

At the Los Angeles-street resort 
the evasion ia obvious. The ‘‘meals” 
are used over and over again. The 
crust, the lonely tripe and the de- 
ceased carrot will do duty, if coaded 
into it, for as many drinks as the 
patron can hold before falling afoul 
the bouncer. It is not necessary to 
order anything to eat. “Give us beer” 
is the salutation. No one says any- 
thing about a meal, hot or otherwise;
